On June 27* 1951* informant Detroit T-3* of 
known roliabilitr. who was also aware of POPOVSK2** viait to 
Detroit in June 1951, advised that POPOVSSI hat also been 
active in organising pro-TJTO groups, among the Macedonians 
in Cary, Indiana* and Pittsburgh* Pennsylvania. The informant 
stated that the majority of the people contacted by P0PQ73HI 
are those who have relatives living in Yugoslavia whom they 
desire to visit in the near future. The informant considers 
POPOVSO to be a dangerous pro -TITO Comunist.

T~2 advised that POPOVSKI returned to 
Detroit on August 24# 1951# accompanied by his wife and stayed

The Subject re mined in Dotroit until August 27, 1951# at which 
tine the informant stated Subject plnnnod to travel to Windsor, 
Ontario# and Montreal, Canada. 

T-2 added that during this vielt, ho learned 
that Subject had a ant letters to various individual* In Canada 
vfao had donated money a nunbor of years ago to tha Macedonian 
hospital Fund, in an attempt to have son© action token to mate 
the Canadian Government release this mot^y for trsnemitial to 
Yugoslavia* According to T-2, the Canadian Government h»n refused 
to allow this money to leave Canada and v5#000*00 le presently

Informant Detroit ®-li* of known \re 11 ability, 
advised that P1P0VSXI, upon lnotruotiona from DJUKA/LjULIVS, a 
correspondent for the Yugoslav nevrpapfcr M Politlka B ,\ contacted 
him during his trip to Detroit inADeoonber 1952. H© stated 
POPOV? Kl talked about the /JfDRIJA VHTUKOVICH Caae stating that 
ARTUKQVICH uob tha cowtnon enemy of'all tha Yugoslav people a. 

POPOV? KI appeared very much concerned over the fact tbnt the 
Serbians wore doing no thing to help in having ARTUKOVICH punlahod. 



It ia to be noted that ARTUKOVICH la a 
Croatian who hns been accused of oollaborctlnf; with the ^aaie 
during World War II end who is presently residing In the United 
States and has boon considered for deportation to Yugoslavia* 

POPOV SKI also Informed T-4 that the name 
of the Yugoslav Communist . Party was going to be changed in the 
very near futuroj however, PGFOVSXI did not indicate what tin 
name would be* In addition, POPOVSfd advised that at one time 
he was « Communis fc ) howover, the attitude of the Russian 

Oonnunists hag changed his mind to such an extent that he now 
considers himself an extreme Socialist* POPOV KI also discussed 
Russian Communism and stated It la comparable to national 
capitalism, addin.'- thet the only difference between that and 
Amorican capitalism Is the t one is a n tional enterprise and 
the other is a private enterprise*
